That's what mine is putting out on 80M, 40M and 20M-the only three bands I 
have loaded it on in recent memory Robert. It was putting out 45W on 40M and 
45W on 20M. (Or WAS: before a limb took down my GSRV!!!) I simply have not 
loaded it on the other bands recently enough to remember. The driver and 
final are both relatively 'fresh'. I have used it ONLY on CW, so I cannot 
speak for its AM output. These were "real world" outputs, but the 40M DL 
output was the same the only time I tried it that I recall. If you look at 
the ‘proper’ voltage and current, 45W output is about right. By the way, my 
final is a 6146W, and if I read the Collins reflector comments right about 
6146s, the 6146B is supposed to be THE tube not the 6146W. 5 or 10 more 
watts. Me, I bought a few spare ‘W's, and I'll stick to those.

> We took one dead glass 6C5 and broke the glass envelop, 
> so we could better see the construction. It most certainly 
> is a tetrode. 


We then took a good 6C5, removed the base, disconnected 
the screen from the plate lead, and brought the screen 
connection to pin 4. Thus we had a tetrode with plate 
on pin 3, grid on pin 5 screen on pin 4 etc. We then 
ran curves on a curve tracer. The curves look like the 
657. 


VV VVV VV 


I wonder if this construction somehow alters its curves as a 
triode. I was just looking at a schematic of a 1940s 2-tube 
regen ( 637 + 6C5 ), and now i'm wondering why the 6C5 

was selected, or if it was just the luck of the draw. 

Article goes on to say by substituting 6S7 and 6L5G, you 

can use only 4.5 volts on the heaters. I would have suggested 
that if you subsitute 1N5 and 1P5, you could use 1.5 volts 

on the filaments, but maybe the transconductance of these 

is not that good.

I did replace ALL 

the caps in the beastie, with the exception of the triple-section twist- 
lock can HV electrolytic, which ended up coming up just fine, though 

I took it very easy on it in the beginning.

In the interest of being "Santa", I worked today on an old Fender 
guitar amplifier that my brother found in a dump in Maine last 
summer. Two x 6V6's, 12ax7, 7025, 5Y3, gee did it sound great 
when I got it working !!!! (with CD-player as input).
